The 
chief user of the trail, which through 
courtesy was sometimes dignified b y 
the term “b ig: road,” was the freighter, 
the b ullwb acker, who knew that b e 
tween the b eginning and the end of his 
trip lay a long strip of soil whereon he 
might expect any variety of weather 
and encounter soils that were of vary­ 
ing degrees of preparedness for his 
train. But the fact worried him not at 
all. 
He employed the b est means at j 
hand and relied upon the almost un 
limited power of his humb le animals to 
pull him through. 
But the wheels of progress made a 
revolution or two, and the pleasure ve­ 
hicle came into use, whereupon the 
question of b etter roads appeared as a 
cloud the size of a man’s hand upon 
the community horizon. The advocate 
for something b etter derided the trail 
that had served the population for a 
time and b egan to cry for highways. 
The difference b etween a trail and a 
highway is vast in comfort, in utility 
and in cost, and the latter item had 
much to do with keeping the move­ 
ment b ack. A hit or miss system was 
evolved whereb y a little work was 
done at long intervals upon the roads, 
and then for long periods they were 
left to take care of themselves. 
The 
result was partially satisfactory so 
long as nature was kind and the 
weather of a character to make travel 
pleasant. 
But at times the elements 
conspired against the roadmakers, and 
it was often the c ^ e that the driver 
found as much of his vehicle b elow the 
surface as ab ove it. 
By and b y men b egan to figure from 
the economic side of the question, and 
it was found that in the road that lay 
b etween the farmer and his market 
was to b e found the difference b etween 
a b alance and a deficit when it came 
to marketing liis crop. 
It required no 
argument to demonstrate that the man 
who could mare a trip to market in 
one day where he had formerly occu­ 
pied two days was making a pro­ 
nounced saving—was economizing in 
horseflesh and in farm utensils and 
winning an extra day that would prove 
of value to him in ids ranch work. 
Evolution 
in 
machinery 
b uilding 
b rought us finally to the automob ile, 
the pleasure vehicle and the truck, and 
the question <»f improved highways b e­ 
came one of pressing importance. The 
owner of the pleasure car cried aloud 
for a b etter roadway, and the farmer 
joined in the chorus b ecause it had b e­ 
come possib le for him at a moderate 
outlay to b ring himself many hours 
nearer market, provided the roads were 
in passab le condition.

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MILLIONS WASTED ON ROADS 


Lack o f Intelligent Sy stem Has Caused 
Big Leakage. 


Millions of dollars have b een wasted 
on road b uilding b ecause there has 
b een no continuity of purpose, no co­ 
ordination of management, no central­ 
ization of control in the work, accord 
ing to the American Highway associa­ 
tion. 
The plan pursued, so far as 
there has b een any plan, has b een of 
the higgledy-piggledy, here a little, 
there a little order, and with generally 
disappointing results. 
The national 
government does not exercise any ad­ 
ministrative control over pub lic roads 
except those b uilt on government res­ 
ervations, and until recently the states 
took no direct part in the construction 
of improved roads, which for nearly 
half a century were controlled and 
financed b y the county or b y sub divi­ 
sions of the county, so that the pub lic 
road which should b e operated for the 
b enefit of all the people was in fact 
nothing more or b etter than “a purely 
local utility.” 
Down to the present time ab out 36,- 
000 miles of improved highways have 
b een constructed under the immediate 
direction of the several state highway 
departments. 
In 11)14 the states ex­ 
pended in round numb ers $50,000,000 
for road purposes, and in 1015 the ap­ 
propriations availab le for this work 
amounted to ab out $55,000,000. In ad­ 
dition, the local expenditures aggregat­ 
ed ab out $200,000,000 in 1014. 
In 1004 
the total amount expended b y the 
states, counties and townships for road 
purposes in ihe United States amount 
ed to ab out $80,000,000. 
In Ihe course 
of ten years the expenditures on this 
account nearly treb led. 
That there is j 
not more to show for it is due to ihe | 
lack of intelligent and responsib le sys- j 
tern in t lie planning and b uilding of , 
the roads. 
In the states that have 
adopted the policy of centralized state I 
m anagem ent the largest percentage of 
improved highw ays is 
to b e found. | 
M assachusetts heads the list with 51.7 j 
per cent of 
improved 
highways, Ohio 
follows with 33.8 per cent, New Jersey j 
takes third place with 30.3 per cent, 1 
New York is fourth in order with 27.9 •

Washington, April 28.—The German 
sub marine issue remains unchanged, 
according to Secretary of State I^an- 
sing. 
Jle has no news from Amb as­ 
sador Gerard at Berlin, concerning 
Germany’s reply to the American note 
and has no intimation as to when the 
reply will b e made. 
The president’s so-called ultimatum 
demanding that Germany ‘‘immediate­ 
ly declare and effect ab andonment of 
present methods of sub marine war­ 
fare” is now interpreted in Berlin to 
mean “an earnest desire on the part 
of the United States to have Berlin 
propose an acceptab le b asis for future 
sub marine operations.” 
This, Berlin 
is endeavoring to do. 
Hence the de­ 
lay. 
The fact that negotiations are now 
proceeding on this b asis has led to a 
very optimistic feeling in certain cir­ 
cles here, which is further accentuat­ 
ed b y the continued lull in U-b oat ac- I 
tivities in the war zone.

Bernstorff, the German amb assador, 
regards the danger mark practically 
past, so far as threatened b reach J n 
diplomatic relations is concerned. 
There is no indication that either j 
President Wilson or Secretary Lan- ‘ 
sing share this view, b ut is is freely 
predicted that no definite action may 
b e expected on the part of the United 
States, regardless of the delays, so 
long as 
110 further illegal sub marine 
attacks precipitate the issue. 
It is realized the delay in replying 
to the American note has taken the 
sharp edge off the president's so-called 
ultimatum and b rought the matter 
down to the b asis of an ordinary dip­ 
lomatic discussion, which concerns 
the future relations of the two gov­ 
ernments. 
Veiled in this light, offi­ 
cials say, the chances of agreement 
are greatly enhanced. 


German officials say the discussions 
must necessarily continue 
until a 
b asis of agreement is reached. Count 
von Bernstorff does not expect Ger­ 
many to sub mit a reply to the Ameri­ 
can government until it is known that 
the reply will b e acceptab le.

such as the illegal attack on a vessel

GOLDEN TEXT:—The angel of the Lbrd eneampeth round 
about them that fear him, and delivereth them. 
Psalm 34:7.

WHEN CAR DERAILS 


Thirty Eigîit Passengers Hurt 


at Cincinnati. 


If the words '•about that time” of 
verse 1 refer to the last four verses of 
the previous chapter, then it was about 
the time that Barnabas and Saul were 
in Jerusalem with the financial help 
from the believers at Antioch for the 
saints at Jerusalem . 
This would ap­ 
pear to he so from the last verse of our 
lesson chapter, so that we may think 
of B arn abas and Saul Lading at the 
prayer meeting in the house of Mary, 
who w as sister to B arnabas (verse 12; 
Col. iv, 10). 
How often the first words 
of Gen. iii. 1, come to us as we read 
the Bible story or the story of the 
world in the daily papers or our own 
life s t o r t ? 
“ Now the serpent,” for we 
are reminded by Peter that our adver­ 
sary, the devil, walketh about seeking 
whom he may devour (I Pet. v, 8». 
Satan himself confessed to the Lord 
that it w as his custom to go to and 
fro in the earth and walk up and down 
in it (Job i. 7; ii, 2). 
Paul tells us that 
our conflict is not so much with what 
we see as with the invisible powers of 
darkness, and therefore we need the j 
whole armor of God (Eph. vi, 10-18). 
Herod w as a good servant of the 
devil and did quite u bit of work for j 
him when he killed Ja m e s and put j 
Peter in prison (verses 1-3). 
On that i 
last night ere our Lord was crucified,' 
He told His followers that they might 
expect to be put out of the synagogue 
and even killed for llis sake and would 
surely have tribulation (John xvi, 1, 2, 
33j. 
From heaven He sent word, after 
He had been some time there, that the 
devil would cast some of them into j 
prison, but being faithful, even if they j 
died for It, there would be a great re- ; 
ward (Rev. ii, 10). Jam es, being killed. I 
had the gain, the far better, absent 
from the body present with the Lord, i 
the rest from labor, while Peter, being j 
only imprisoned remained still where j 
the devil could reach him If the Lord ‘ 
should permit. 
Many, however, would I 
prefer the prison to being killed. 
A s 
far as soldiers were concerned, Peter 
seemed to be well guarded, with no 
possibility of escape, but how often He 
that sittetL» in the heavens laughs at 
the schemes of men when they take 
counsel against Him! 
(Ps. ii, 1-4.) 
The believers prayed without (‘e as­ 
ing to God for Peter, but there seemed 
to be no answer until the very night 
before Peter was to be brought forth, 
probably for execution. The Lord may 
H-em to delay, but when He purposes 
to do a thing He Is never too late. 
Heaven heard, and the angel came. 
Peter was asleep chained to two sol 
cicrs, and other two kept the door of 
the prison. 
How perfectly fascinating 
to Fee an angel work! 
Soldiers and 


doors and prison wails are no hind­ 
rance. 
The prison is entered; the an ­ 
gel aw akens Peter; the chains fall 
off. 
Peter puts on some clothing by 
the aid of the light from the angel 
and follows his guide, gates and doors 
opening before them of their own ac­ 
cord, until Peter is at least one street 
aw ay from the prison, thinking it all 
a beautiful dream or vision. 
The angel, having tulliUed his com­ 
mission, went back to heaven. Blessed 
ed ministry and. oh. how wonderful! 
The God of Israel doeth wondrously. 
Peter soon cam e to himself and knew 
*hat he had been in very deed deliv­ 
ered by a m essenger from heaven who 
never waited to be even thanked for 
his great kindness. 
They serve gen­ 
erally unseen and alw ays unthanked. 
What ailed the soldiers? 
W as it a 
sleep from the Lord, as in I Sam. xxvi, 
12, or a special blindness, as in 11 
K in gs vl, 18 
Well, it w as a deliv­ 
erance from the Lord, and nothing is 
too hard or wonderful for Him. 
(Jer. 
xxxii, 17.) 
When Peter realized that 
he w as really free and that it w as 
neither dream nor vision he went at 
once to where he knew they would be 
praying for him. 
But the dam sel who 
came to the door a s he knocked, recog 
nizing Peter’s voice, w as so glad that 
she ran in without oi>ening (lie door 
and said that Peter w as at the gate. 
Instead of thanking God f«»r answered 
prayer they told her fhot she w as 
mud or beside herself. 
It looked as if 
they were asking without expecting, 
as we so often do. 
8he continued to 
affirm that she w as right, and Peter 
continued knocking, and when finally 
they did open the door there be was 
in very deed. 
What a hubbub they did m ake! How 
they did talk! Did you ever bear any 
thing like it after prayer meeting? 
When they got real social, even though 
many of them could not speak in the 
m eeting—could not say a word for 
Him who died for them. 
When Peter 
got them quiet he told what had hap­ 
pened and bade them tell the breth 
ren while he went to Caesarea, perhaps 
to abide with Philip or Cornelius and 
to tell there of this wonderful deliv­ 
erance. 
The chapter ends with the 
death of lliv keepers and also the death 
of Herod. 
An angel delivered Peter 
and an angel smote Herod. 
They are 
ready for errands of mercy or of ju d g­ 
ment. 
They delight to do the will of 
God. 
The word of God grew and mul­ 
tiplied. and so it will till the kingdom 
comes, for His word will alw ays ac­ 
complish His pleasure, lie will watch 
over His word to perform it, and every 
purpose of the I»r< l shall be performed 
(Isa. lv. It; Jer. i, 12, R. V.; 11, 29 ). 
lie 
cannot fail (Isa. xlii, 4).

April 28.— ‘‘The situation 
in Ireland is still serious. 
The revo 
lutionary m ovement is spreading, es- 
I>ecially in the w est.” 
The house of commons, assured two 
days ago that the Dublin revolt was 
“ well in hand,” received the above 
announcement 
by 
Prem ier 
Asquith 
with unconcealed consternation. 
‘‘All Ireland has been placed under 
m artial 
law. 
l>arge contingents of 
British troops from W ales are on the 
way to Ireland to reinforce the gov­ 
ernment forces already there. 
Major 
General Sir John Maxwell, formerly 
commander-in-chief 
of 
the 
British 
forces in Egypt, left for Ireland to 
take full control of the country under 
military law.” 
These 
a d ' :' lonal 
facts 
wore 
an­ 
nounced by *he prime 
m inister in 
parliament. V 
Asquith asserted that 
the troops n o v en route for the seat 
of revolt are adequate. 
The prime m inister said the rebels 
are in p o s s e s m n of important build­ 
ings and that street fighting is still 
j progressing, lb* added that a thorough 
Investigation will be m ade into the 
cause and the responsibility of the 
rebellion. 
He em phasizes that the 
first idea w as to put the rebellion 
down. 
Sir Edw ard Carson, leader of the 
U lsterites, and John Redmond, head 
of the N ationalists, both m ade a clear- 
cut declaration in the commons, con­ 
demning the Dublin revolt, and pledg­ 
ing their influence and following to 
the governm ent’s support in quelling 
the riots— “ now and foreverm ore,” as 
Sir Edw ard Carson put it. 
The closest possible m ilitary cen­ 
sorship has been put into effect on all 
news regarding the developm ents in 
Ireland. 
While the governm ent was 
em phatic in its expression of confi­ 
dence that the revolt will be put down 
eventually, the general feeling here 
is 
that 
im portant 
facts concerning 
the present statu s as well a s what 
happened in Dublin during the last 
forty-eight hours are withheld. 
Bitter attack s again st the govern­ 
ment, and especially against the au­ 
thorities 
in 
ireland, were m ade in 
commons, the criticism being concen­ 
trated on the alleged lack of prepara­ 
tion and tim ely dispatch of sufficient 
forces to the scene of the riots. 
One 
merrrber demanded the resignation of 
Chief Secretary for Ireland Birrell. 
The only place which the rebels 
lost since the rebellion w as started 
is St. Stephens Green, if the state­ 
ment of Lord Lansdow ns, held up by 
the 
censor 
for 
nearly 
twenty-four 
hours, still holds good— and it has 
not been supplemented. 
From 
Stephens Green 
they were 
ejected, 
with 
a certain 
number of 
casualties, he said, but this is the 
only point mentioned as having been 
retaken by the governm ent’s troops. 
There 
were numerous indications 
in unofficial news dispatches that the 
revolt had been carefully planned for 
E a ste r Sunday, the rebels counting 
en the absence of many m em bers of 
the m ilitia spending the holiday out 
of town.

Muncie, Ind., April 28.— I)r. William 
F. King of Indianapolis, speaking be­ 
fore a m eeting held in connection with 
the celebration of Baby week here, 
declared that Indiana is one of the 
leading states of the Union in caring 
for the health of her school children.

Paris, April 28 .—The German bom­ 
bard m ent of Verd u n is increasing in 
v iolence and it is believ ed that mass 
attacks which u su ally follow su ch a 
terrific canonad e will be lau nched in 
the v ery near fu tu re. 
It is u nd erstood in Paris, that as 
May 6 Is the birthd ay of Crown Prince 
FYed erick William, the kaiser is anx ­ 
iou s to captu re Verd u n by that d ate 
or take d ominating positions for the 
German troops that will assu re their 
final v ictory . 
The official statem ent reports only 
one infantry attack by the Germans. 
This was mad e in the Vau x sector by 
small forces and was repu lsed . 
Accord ing to the statem ent that the 
Germans had centered their bombard ­ 
m ent on the French positions near 
Av ocou rt and at Pepper hill. 
These 
two points, situ ated on the west and 
east banks of the Meu se riv er, re­ 
spectiv ely , are key positions in the 
d efense of the French fortress. 
The fighting d u ring the nine d ay s 
that are to elapse before the crown 
prince celebrates his birthd ay is ex ­ 
pected to su rpass in fierceness all the 
sangu inary conflicts that hav e marked 
prev iou s German operations against 
Verd u n. 
Immense French forces, su p­ 
ported 
by 
Ru ssian 
reinforcements, 
hav e been concentrated to meet the 
attacks. 
The Germans hav e brou ght u p fresh 
troops 
also. 
The 
Teu ton 
military 
road s hav e for sev eral d ay s been 
bringing large bod ies of picked Pru s­ 
sian troops to the Meu se front. 
German sold iers are fighting with 
the Tu rks in Egy pt, the British war 
office has annou nced . 
An arm y of 
picked Tu rkish sold iers, reinforced by 
Germans, has inv ad ed Egy pt. 
The fighting is arou nd Qu atia and 
this is regard ed as the foreru nner 
of the long-ex pected d riv e against the 
Su ez canal. 
Qu atia is abou t twenty - 
fou r miles east of tlie Su ez canal, on 
the carav an rou te to El Kantara. 
Accord ing to prisoners taken from 
the enemy the hostile array consisted 
of abou t 1.000 Germans, as well as 
picked troops from the Tu rkish in­ 
fantry that had fou ght at Ad rianople 
and on the Gallipoli peninsu la, all 
mou nted on camels. 
Q u a t i a oasis, ex cept for a force of 
l.Ou n men at Birelabd . is now clear of 
the enemy . 
“The Tu rks paid d early for this 
raid 
Their losses at Du eid ar were 
particu larly heav y , as the resu lt of 
the British aeroplane bombs.
